Pirandello la one of the best- 
Knunn modern plajTS-rights, having 
V -<n the Nobel Prize for Literature in 
lOol. He first gained prominence with 
hiH "Six Characters In Search Of An 
.\'j:hor", which appeared in 192-1, and. 
roilo«cd it up with several other plays, 
including "Henry IV", which were 
rcce'vcd with acclaim by all the critics. 
Mr. Pirandello died in Italy last month.

Necessity Of Youth 
Act For Domiinoh 
Outlined at Meeting 

Alfred Pick Describes Activ- 
ities of World Youth 
Congress 

DISCUSSION LENGTHY 

Jack Ralph Outlines Plans 
Of Cuita^li^n Youth 
t^>ngrttSH 

'■pHE need of an cmcrgrncy program 
for the youth ' of Uie . world and 
p.trticularly that of Canada, formed the 
basis of a discussion at I he meeting of 
the Social I'roblcm.s CUih. held last 
night In Stratlicona Hall, 

.\lfreil Pick, holder of the Guy.Urum- 
mond Scholarship, .itcid.Jnck Ralph, onu 
of Ihe founders of the Youth Congress 
in Mçn.tr.cHl, di.scu^.'icd the role of the 
Youth Congress In Cnn.ida, and on 
the significance of the Canadian Youth 
Act, The idea for the youth movement 
was first, conceived three year« ago 
due to the very unfavorable conditions 
existing at that time. It was begun at 
a time «hrn the world was at crisis, 
and on the verge of ^^■al•. 

.Mr. rick, recently returned from 
Europe, spoke, Qn.tho "World Youth 
Congress" which he attended last sum- 
mcr at Geneva, where 35 countries at 
different nationalities and creeds were 
represented. Those countries not pres- 
ent at the congress were Germany, 
Italy, Austria and Japan. In all there 
were TOO delegates from the various 
countries, of whom were Canadians. 

The Congress was opened with a 
short representation from each coun- 
try, according to Mr, Pick. 11 was 
decided by those present, that three 
commissions be appointed; one for 
league and world society; a second for 
economic problems, to deal with econ- 
omic nationalism and unemployment; 
and the third for moral, philosophical, 
and religious bases of peace, to deal 
with the question of nationality. Sug- 
ecsMons too ware made at the Congress 
for league papers, films and broad- 
casts; — ■ — ■• ■ ■ 

In conclusion, Mr. Pick .staled that 
he considered the World Youth .Con- 
gress a success. A committee was 
formed by the Congress which con- 
sisted of,two memi>crs from each coun- 
trj". The congress reached a funda- 
mental agreement which will have per- 
manent results, he opined. 

' Youth Act 

Jack Ralph dealt specifically with .the 
Youth Act, in hU consideration of the 
movement in Canada, He' streaaed the 
Importance of mass organization in 
order to achieve the aims of the act. 
These aims arc: firstly, to obtain the 
endorsatlon of the Canadian Youth Act 
by 3.3 many organizations as possible; 
secondly, the organization of a peace 
referendum In collaboration with the 
Student Peace Movement; lljlrdly, the 
passing of a minimum wage law for 
boys; fourthly, slum clearance; fifth- 
l.v, tho establishment of a . "Youth 
Week" In early April which would 
stress the need for recreational facil- 
ities in the city; and lastly, the pass- 
ing of the Canadian Youth Act. 

After the conclusion ot Mr. Ralph's 
address, the discussion was thrown 
open. U centewgj|wiainly about the 
problem of compulsory ediicatlon In the 
Province of Quebec and its subsequent 
effect on tho problem of the unemploy- 
ment of youth.

In Tim Bowler Hat" pre.scnted by the 
Workshop of tho I'liiycr.s Cliih, were 
far from disappointing. To he sure, 
not alt tho Intlghn were Intentional. 
The strongest undoubtedly camo when 
tho gun didn't go off for the fourth 
time, and quite ;i few ollier.s were 
provoked by a pair of twelve-year olds 
In tho back row. But It was alt good 
entertainment, presented in tho spirit 
ot comedy — and, when it comes down 
to the fine point — what other purpose 
should tho theatre have'.' 

Tho first piny, by an anonymous 
author, "N'Importe", Is a more or less 
dclicato burlesque on Jingoism. A major, 
lil.s wife, and u captain arc about to 
fall into the hands of Indian (Eastern) 
natives on the Bungah style of war- 
path. "Death for the Empire will bo 
glorious!" .says the major In so. many 
words. "Oh, yes," chimes In his wife — 
"And wait until Mns. Jones hears 
what happens to Ml>l" The audience 
never did find out if she finally realiz- 
ed just what was the meaning of ■ 
"fate that Is worse than death". For 
It never never happened to her, since 
tho bcshceted Bungahs decided that 
Ihcy preferred dark women In their 
pet households. And so ends the tears 
of the major and the hojics of his wife. 
^"-Direction Toor 

.\s was Ihc case .in both plays, the 
directing was the most glaring weak- 
ness in the production. Inexperienced 
actors cannot be cxp^ted to take ad- 
vantage of comic situations by Instinct.- 
That Is tho task of the director. ,\nd 
In this ca.so he failed badly, as pos.slblc 
laugh after posslblo laugh was passed 
by. The play Is good as a comedy — 
no question about that — but laughs 
have to be built up by timing and In- 
creasing the width ot tho iiuniorous 
gestures and expies.slons a.s they build 
up on each other. And this the director 
failed to rcali/.c, or ptfl Into effect, at 
any nite. Maybe ho had tho grippe, or 
exams, or some ot "those things" as 
maniigcr J.uk Hodgson explained be- 
tween the acts. 

A. A. tMIIno carried the second play 
along well. Ho was the one who wrote 
It, and tonight ho had to work over-

- Pointing out. - the Arabs . have 
dwelt in "undisputed possession of 
the soil ot Palestine" for more than 
1.000 years "almost as long as the ' 
Cnglish folk have inhabited this 
countr^•," Prof. Garstang continues: 
"Tho good faith of Great Britain 
towards tho poorer race appears to 
be at stake. What is needed now. 
in the light ot e.vperiencc. ts an 
unequivocal rc- wording of tiio 
Mandate on British lines, lo purge 
it 0/ its ambiguities and of all 
possibility of doing injustice - to 
ciihfr .Jew or Arab." . .... 

Reinforcements of 0,000 men sent 
to Palestine recently made the 
largest force sent overseas sinct the 
armlstive. . They brought lo two 
division (about 'Jô.OCH) men) the total 
British troops in tho country. 
Civil disorders havo taken -100 lives 
In six months. 

Trof. Gai'.'îlans, a well-known 
archaeologist, was Director of tho 
Department of Antiquities of the 
Palestine Govcrntnent ' from 1020 to 
lt>2tt.

ing, they (the Arab' people) ' form 
an ordered society- with- their -owu 
doctors, lawyers, judges, - govern- 
ment oCi'icial.s, landed gentry, small 
i>«ner.<. agricultupiats and pciuunLs.
